Coach ‘Mitch’ Metivier’s unde- 
feated Brown and White eleven con- 
tinued their winning streak, easily 
over Cambridge Latin for the city 
cnampionship at Russell Field, Mon- 
day night, October 11. 

“Tggie”’ Bonneau was the spear- 
head of the Rindge team scoring 
three touchdowns and getting away 
for many long runs. Also much 
credit must be given to Ralph Pow- 
ers whose talented toe added each 
of the extra points after touch- 
down by beautiful placement kicks 
and to Evariste Metivier, nephew 
of the coach, who recovered two 
fumbles, one in the first period and 
one in the last, both of which later 
resulted in touchdowns. 

The talked of “Wally” Boudreau’s 
kicks and passes did not seem to go. 
very well against the Rindge team. 
“Larry” Mahoney, Latin back, 
looked well in there blocking 
Rindge passes and plunging through 
the line for many fine tackles. 
“Ray” Guild of Latin also showed 
up in the tussle and was one of the 
reasons that Rindge was held to only 
three touchdowns. 

Early in the first period, Latin 
fumbled the ball and Metivier re- 
covered on the Latin 30 yard line. 
Jestzemski caught a pass from La- 
lumiere on the 10 yard stripe and 
two plays later Bonneau went over 
for the first touchtown. Powers 
kicked the extra point. Rindge kick- 
ed off and the Cantabs ran the ball 
back to their own 38 yard line. After 
losing 11 yards on two plays they 
kicked to the Rindge 48 yard line.

CHEMISTRY CLUB NOTES 


Every Thursday afternoon the 
Chemistry Club meets in room 410, 
On Oct. 21, the first experiment 
was performed by James Clark. 
He demonstrated the unusual prop- 
erties of a gas named hydrogen 
chloride. He passed some of the 
gas through water and then tested 
the water with a chemical indic- 
ator, The result was conclusive 
evidence of the extreme solubility 
of the gas. Filling a large flask 
snowfall. This substance is a com- 
plex compound of cobalt. 

With the gas he injected a few 
drops of water into it. The par- 
tial vacuum formed when the gas 
dissolved in the water caused a 
stream of water to be drawn mys- 
teriously through a glass tube. It 
then sprayed into the container in 
a sparkling fountain. 
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There are from fifteen to twenty mistakes in each one of these cartoons; 
a careful observer may even find more.

WIDELY KNOWN AUTHOR PAYED TRIBUTE BY AMERICANS 


November 1, though not a holiday, is a day to be remembered by all, 
for a picturesque man was born on that day, Samuel Langhorne Clemens 
whose pen name was Mark Twain, as he is known to most of us. 

Mark Twain, born in the south and having lived there most of his life, 
wrote much about the people there, for he was .a great writer of human 
nature. He was known far and wide for his study and interest in the 
people of whom he wrote. 

At an early age before he was famous, the author was assistant to his 
brother on the “Hannibal Journal,” a small neighborhood paper, where he 
secured his knowledge to write and'set type. In 1867 Mark Twain was the 
most widely read author in America and probably still is. 

In 1870 the writer settled and married Olivia L. Longdon. Mark Twzin 
has written many books. Perhaps the best known to high school readers 
are “Huckleberry Finn” and “Tom Sawyer,” but the book he enjoyed the 
most and which meant most to him was “Personal Recollections of Joan of 
Are.” This book took fourteen years to prepare before he had it published. 

In the last decade of his life, Mark Twain became a world celebrity and 
was undoubtedly the most conspicuous and picturesque figure in America.

NEW BASKETBALL RULES — 





At a meeting of the National 
Basketball Committee of the United 
States in New York last April, many 
changes were made in_ basketball 
rules for the coming season. These 
changes were as follows: 


Rule 8, Sec. 9. After a field goal, 
the ball is to be put in play by the 
team scored upon, from end of the 
court. ; 

Rule 12, Sec. 2. When held ball 
occurs less than six feet from a side 
line, the ball is to be moved in so 
that the jump takes place not less 
than six feet from that side line. 

Rule 7, Sec. 12. A player may 
take any position on the court not 
occupied my an opponent, provided 
that (1) this position is not so close 
(less than approximately three feet) 
that contact ensues when the oppo- 
nent makes normal bodily move- 
ments, or (2) this position is not 
taken in the path of a moving oppo- 
nent so quickly that the latter con- 
not avoid contact. 

Rule 7, Sec 13. the term “face- 
guarding” is eliminated, which means 
that a personal foul occurs only from 
personal contoct; the responsibility 
for contact is primarily on the man 
with his back to the ball. 

Rule 9, Sec. 8. Provision is 
made for two instead of three over- 
time periods. The five minute inter- 
mission is to precede the first over- 
time instead of the second. 

Rule 11, Sec. 2. Five legal time 
out periods will be allowed for boys 


| of high school age or under. 


Rule 14, Sec.13. A player shall 
not touch the ball with hand, or arm 
while that hand, or arm, is touching 
any part of the opponent,s basket, 
or while that hand, or arm, is above 
the opponent’s basket.

Sets year’s Senior Class will go down in history, and it will un- 
doubtedly be 1oo ashamed to come back up and show its face. 
A deplorable condition was in evidence. 
dead on it’s feet that it was necessary to send out an $.O.S. to the 
home-room teachers to try to rescue THEIR drama by selling 
THEIR tickets for THEM. This alone would brand the class of 
1938 as “Rindge’s laziest class.” Any red-blooded senior must be 
bogged down with disgust to realize that HIS drama, the leading 
social event of the entire year, the principle source of income to de- 
fray expenses for HIS yearbook and senior reception, an event con- 
ceived and directed for HIS pleasure, should have to be thrown into 
the laps of the faculty, who have tried to wake up the sluggish 
enthusiasm of his classmates, and have pleaded with them, yes, im- 
plored them to please support their drama and yearbook.

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DIARY OF THE RINDGE HOCKEY TEAM’S TRIP 


March 1. The squad proceeded by 
taxies from the pier to their Hotel, 
The Bristol, on 48th Street, betwéen 
7th and 8th Avenues.

We 
were whisked to the Capitol and 
guided through the building by Sen- 
ator Walsh’s personal secretary. We 
visited the Senate Chamber, the old 
Supreme Court, now not used since 
the erection of the new Supreme 
Court building. We visited Statuary 
Hall, the hall of famous Americans, 
we visited the House of Representa- 
tives and then hurried back for an- 
other ride on the underground rail- 
road, rushed to the railroad station 
and we were at last homeward bound. 
We felt sorry to leave Washington, as 
it is a clean, beautiful, picturesque 
and interesting city. The train 
brought us back to Jersey City at 
4:12 and we took the waiting busses 
via ferry to the Boston boat. We left 
New York at 5:30, had dinner on the 
boat and arrived after an enjoyable 
night of dancing, in Boston at 8 A. M.

THE MIRROR MAKERS 


Ed Parker, Roland Danielson, and 
Mark Colman have for some time 
been working on telescope mirrors. 

A few days ago, I saw one of 
them tested after polishing, and it 
was apparently a perfect sphere. 

It could then have been silvered 
and used, but it is better to para- 
bolize it (ask your math teacher). 

These mirrors are ground from 
pyrex discs six inches across. They 
make what is known as a Newton- 
ian reflector. Instead of being be- 
hind, the eyepiece is placed at the 
side of the tube, near the front.

OW APTLY do the above lines of Milton describe 
the loss so genuinely felt by countless persons 
when the report came to Cambridge on April 11 
that Joseph R. Little had been called from this 
life. For if ever life held promise of service and 
success to a young man, there was an abundance 
of both in store for “Joe” Little. And none 
will question that the place which he nitched 

for himself in the community will be most difficult to fill. 

In the thirty-three years of his stay among us, “Joe’’ was an 
exemplar of cheerfulness, integrity, enthusiasm, loyalty, industry 
and all the virtues which combine to creat real character in an in- 
dividual. As a boy at school, as an associate of his companions, 
as a valued member of the staff of the Recreation Department, and 
as a member of the faculty of the Rindge Technical School, his 
personality so radiated itself that even the smallest contact with 
him was the source of an admiration for him and a friendship with 
him. 

There were two traits in “Joe” Little which, though possibly 
unobserved by those who were not privileged to know him intimate- 
ly, undoubtedly gave to him a greatness of character. He had a 
beautiful reverence for the memory of his mother and a rare fond- 
ness for the friendship of children. These subline attributes of 
character, so outstanding in a young man, were, in my opinion, the 
sweetening influence in his noble personality. Deprived of the 
companionship and affection of his good mother while he was a 
boy, “Joe” often confided to me the appraisal he made of her vir- 
tues and the influence which they had on his own life. Passing 
time -nor the innumerable affairs with which he busied himself 
ever erased that beautiful filial devotion to his mother’s memory. 
How often have I known him to postpone seemingly important 
matters in order to make a friendly visit to some elderly lady be- 
cause “she was a great friend of Mother.”

“Joe” joined the staff of the Re- 
ereation Department after his grad- 
uation from high school and was 
given employment which enabled him

_ to continue his education by attend- 


ing college. His ultimate ambition 
was to become a physician and to 
specialize in children’s ailments. 
From the first day on which he be- 
gan service in recreation, he displayed 
an enthusiam for his work and a 
knowledge of youth psychology which 
soon made him the most valued em- 
ployee in the department. In the 
period of ten years during which he 
was thus employed “Joe” Little ren- 
dered a service to the children and 
youth of Cambridge which it is im- 
possible to measure. The respect 


- which he commanded the ideals for 


hy eee

which he stood, the character lessons 
which he taught both by word and 


example, all had their lasting influnce | 


in the making of adolescent members 
of society. ‘the Recreation Depart- 
ment will ever regard “Joe” Little 
as the ideal type of employee. 

A serious illness interrupted his 
plans for further study in medicine 
and also his service in the recreation- 
al field. Yet, while confined at the 
Cambridge Sanitgrium, despite a 
physical condition which would dis- 
courage an ordinary patient, he dis- 
played the same qualities which had 
previously made him eminent on the 
playgrounds. He founded the hospital 
newspaper, 
and organized and conducted classes 
among the patients. The success of 
these undertakings attracted the at- 
tention of the School Department 
officials to such an extent that the 


‘educational work at the hospital was 


incorporated in the school program 
and is still so conducted. 


Upon his return from the Cam- 
bridge Sanitarium he was appointed 
a teacher of science at Rindge Tech- 
nical School, the position which he 
held until his death. How capably 
he fulfilled his duties on the faculty 
is known to every teacher and pupil 
at Rindge. His cheery disposition, 
his zealous application to his work 
and his understanding of boys’ prob- 
lems made him an invaluable precep- 
tor. And not content with discharg- 
ing faithfully his assigned duties. 
he entered whole-heartedly into the 
extra-curricular activities of the 
boys. As a volunteer coach of ath- 
letic teams, organizer of the harm- 
onica band and enthusiastic suppor- 
ter of every school function and 
activity, “Joe” Little was an_ out- 
standing example of real service to 
the school. 

Even his leisure time was largely 
devoted to service to the youth of 
of the community. An outstanding 
example of such service was his work 
as a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the Cambridge Council 
of Boy Scouts and as chairman of 
its Court of Honor Committee. 
Hundreds of boys in Cambridge 
knew “Joe” through this contact 
and profited by his association with 
them. 

Those of us who knew “Joe” inti- 
mately were aware that despite all 
his associations with school and co- 
munity life, he was a most devoted 
husband and ardent lover of home. 
The most regrettable aspect of his 
departure from life is the termina- 
tion of a happy marital union with 
a loving helpmate, to whom his ev- 
ery friend extends the deepest sym- 
pathy. 

It is difficult to realize that “Joe” 
has gone from amoung us. We are 
all the richer from our associations 
with him. We shall miss his con- 
tagious smile, his cherry disposition 
and his loyal friendship. But we 
shall never forget the things he 
did for us, the lessons he taught

us and the enthusiasims with which 
he inspired us. He knew how to 
play for he retainad the heart of a 
boy; he knew how to teach because 
he understood the minds of his pu- 
pils; he knew how to lead because 
he possessed the qualities of a lead- 
er. If any boy in Cambridge or 
elsewhere seeks an ideal by which 
to pattern his character and attain 
a life of service, “Joe” Little is still 
with us as a model. Requiescat in 
pace.
